lerence  was  held  at  the  Northern 
Baptist  assembly  grounds  here,  July 
7  and  8. 

National,  state  and  city  chairmen 
and  co-chairmen  and  a  few  other 
outstanding  Baptist  laymen  have 
been  invited  to  take  part  In  the  re¬ 
port  and  planning  conference.  A  sub¬ 
ject  of  major  interest  will  be  the 
World  Mission  Crusade  victory  in 
which  Northern  Baptists  topped  a 
goal  of  $14,080,000  by  subscribing 
$16,163,601. 

The  conference  is  designed  to  ac¬ 
complish  the  following  purposes:  1. 

To  receive  a  full  report  on  the  Cru¬ 
sade;  2.  To  consider  with  denomi¬ 
national  leaders,  plans  which  North¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  developed  tenta¬ 
tively  so  as  to  take  full  advantage 
of  the  resources  and  opportunities 
made  possible  through  the  Crusade 
and  3.  To  confer  concerning  what 
are  the  most  important  elements 
and  emphases  which  should  be  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  program  for  the  next 
five  years. 

Crusade  leaders  said  they  believed 
the  conference  would  be  but  the 
first  in  a  series  of  conferences  of 
lay  leaders  across  the  country, 
through  which  laymen  will  partici¬ 
pate  more  and  more  in  formulating 
the  plans  and  policies  of  the  de¬ 
nomination. 

Leaders  pointed  out  that  probably 
the  greatest  by-product  of  the  Cru¬ 
sade  was  the  discovery  of  the  .vast 
resources  of  lay  leadership  which 
had  been  largely  unknown  and  un¬ 
used.

Tennessee  Baptists 
Fight  Separation  Of 
Church  And  State 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn  —(B  Pi- 
Threats  of  a  last  ditch  fight  by  Bap¬ 
tists  against  inclusion  of  churches  in 
a  state  2.7  per  cent  employment  se¬ 
curity  tax  law  enacted  last  February 
Is  making  top  political  news  in  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  has  already  gained  a 
concession  from  Gov.  Jim  McCord. 
Similar  To  Social  Security 

The  tax  Is  a  pay  roll  levy,  paid 
by  employers,  and  is  similar  to  the 
Federal  Social  Security  laws  from 
which  churches  and  other  religious 
organizations  are  exempt.  In  that 
the  Tennessee  tax  is  paid  wholly  by 
the  employers,  it  becomes  a  direct 
tax  upon  the  churches. 

Opening  gun  in  the  fight  was  fired 
a  month  ago  in  Memphis  when  the 
Community  Chest  and  Baptist  Mem¬ 
orial  Hospital  there  threatened  to 
make  a  court  test  of  the  new  law. 
Reoent  developments  came  from 
Baptist  ranks  in  Nashville,  and  in 
rapid-fire  order  included: 

1.  A  letter  from  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Pope,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Tennessee  Baptist  Convention,  to  the 
1,432  pastors  of  the  state's  2,396 
Baptist  churches,  asking  them  to 
preach  on  separation  of  church  and 
state,  opposing  the  tax. 

2.  A  petitionary  letter  from  the 
presidents  of  four  Tennessee  Baptist 
colleges,  asking  Governor  McCord  to

956  U.  S.  Baptists 
Register  For  Baptist 
World  Congress 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C— (BP)— Ap¬ 
proximately  4,200  Baptists,  including 
about  1,000  from  the  United  States, 
will  attend  sessions  of  the  Baptist 
World  Congress  opening  at  Copenha¬ 
gen,  Denmark,  July  29. 

Miss  Jessie  Ford,  secretary  of  Dr. 
W.  O.  Lewis,  general  secretary  of 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  said  that 
956  members  of  Baptist  churches  In 
the  United  States  have  been  certi¬ 
fied  as  messengers.  These  are  the 
only  registrations  handled  through 
the  Washington  office,  those  of  all 
other  nationalities  have  been  directed 
ted  to  London. 

The  estimate  of  4,200  came  from 
Dr.  Lewis,  who  is  now  In  London 
making  last  minute  preparations  for 
the  world  meeting.

Was  Editor  It  Years 

In  1912  Dr.  Lipsey  assumed  the 
editorship  of  the  Baptist  Record,  and 
for  nearly  30  years  thereafter  he 
was  the- distinguished  editor  of  this 
weekly  paper  with  offices  in  Jack- 
son. 

In  November  194(5  Dr.  Lipsey  was 
In  New  Orleans  for  the  dedication 
of  Lipsey  Hall,  named  in  his  honor 
as  a  new  building  of  the  expanding 
New  Orleans  Seminary.  He  was  the 
first  to  suggest  a  Baptist  seminary 
In  the  Crescent  City,  and  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  board  of  trustees  of  what 
was  formerly  the  Baptist  Bible  In¬ 
stitute  and  later  the  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Seminary. 

Held  Many  Offices 
A  list  of  the  of  flees  held  and  the 
duties  discharged  by  this  outstand¬ 
ing  member  of  his  denomination 
would  be  difficult  to  compile.  Among 
them  were:  One  of  the  founders  of 
the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Hospital; 
one  of  the  founders  and  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Mis- 
|  slssippl  Baptist  Hospital  in  Jackson; 
president  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  for  two  terms  and  of 
the  Convention  Board  for  several 
terms;  member  of  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky, 
member  of  the  Baptist  Education 
Commission  of  Mississippi,  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Orphanage,  and 
numerous  others. 

He  made  two  trips  to  Europe  dur¬ 
ing  his  lifetime  both  in  the  interest 
of  denominational  work.  On  one  of 
the  trips,  in  1923,  he  was  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  at  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance  which  met  that  year  in  Stock¬ 
holm,  Sweden. 

Dr.  Lipsey  retired  as  editor  of  the 
Baptist  Record  in  December,  1941, 
but  continued  quite  active  in  preach¬ 
ing,  teaching,  and  writing.  His  books 
Include  “Tests  of  Faith’*'  and  “Reve¬ 
lation.- 

He  had  made  his  home  in  Clinton 
for  many  years,  and  had  taken  an 
active  part  in  the  community  life 
there  both  when  serving  as  pastor 
and  in  later  years.  He  was  at  one 
time  a  director  of  the  bank  there. 

Survivors  are:  His  wife,  by  a  sec¬ 
ond  marriage,  Mrs.  Florence  Bower 
Morris  Lipsey,  Clinton,  one  daughter 
Mrs.  X.  O.  Steele,  Magee;  four  sons, 
John  J.  Lipsey,  Colorado  Springs, 
Crawford  Lipsey,  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Brookhaven,  Dr.  James 
Lipsey,  Brookhaven;  one  sister,  Mrs.

Helps  Minister  To  Understand 

Probe  ms 

Dr.  Wayne  E.  Oates,  director  of 
the  seminary's  program,  says,  “We 
have  realized  the  important  relation 
of  the  pastoral  work  to  psychiatry, 
and  the  close  relationship  between 
the  teaching  of  Christianity  and  so¬ 
ciology,  or  social  ethics.  We  want 
to  train  our  men  to  keep  abreast  of 
new  developments,  to  equip  the  min¬ 
ister  with  such  Insights  and  skills 
that  he  may  not  be  ‘ashamed  of  the 
Gospel’  in  the  presence  of  people  of 
other  professions  also  dedicated  to 
the  service  of  mankind.  Particularly 
it  is  aimed  to  help  the  minister  in 
the  process  of  understanding  of  coop¬ 
erative  inquiry  into  human  prob¬ 
lems,  and  of  combining  of  re¬ 
sources  with  sincere,  devoted  men 
and  women  of  science.” 

The  Rev.  Rickard  K.  Young,  asso¬ 
ciate  director  of  the  Department  of 
Religion  at  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine,  and  chaplain  of 
the  hospital,  who  is  assisting  with 
the  program,  said,  “We  recognize 
that  40  per  cent  of  all  illness  pri¬ 
marily  is  emotional.  We  particu¬ 
larly  are  stressing  psychiatry  and 
psychology  in  this  training  so  that 
the  minister  will  know  what  prob¬ 
lems  he  can  help  solve  and  further 
be  able  to  know  when  mental  treat¬ 
ment  is  needed,  so  that  he  can  get 
the  individual  in  the  hands  of  a  com¬ 
petent  psychiatrist.”

old  E.  Stassen,  president  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Council;  Dr.  Roy  L. 
Smith,  editor  of  The  Christian  'Advo¬

“A  Call  to  Action”  is  the  theme 
of  the  convention.  The  Intenational 
Council  has  issued  a  statement 
warning  that  churches  today  "face 
a  chaotic  and  confused  world  bent 
upon  self-destruction,”  and  assail¬ 
ing  "rising  social  and  economic 
tensions,  racial  antagonisms  and  a 
loss  of  national  morale.” 

“In  small  communities  and  large 
cities,  juvenile  delinquency,  broken 
homes,  sex  immorality,  alcoholism, 
and  an  amazing  indifference  to  po¬ 
litical  morality  alarms  us  all,”  the 
statement  declared. 

In  the  religious  field,  the  Council 
said  “serious  persons’’  are  dismay¬ 
ed  by  the  widespread  ignorance  of 
the  Bible  and  warned  that  the  “pro- 
testant  evangelical  forces  must  mo¬ 
bilize  themselves  for  effective 
Christian  teaching.” 

"Impelled  by  a  new  evangelistic 
zeal,  we  must  rally  and  mobilize 
our  forces  in  a  great  united  effort 
to  arouse  all  our  people  to  a  deep¬ 
er  concern  for  the  moral  and  spir¬ 
itual  needs  of  persons.  We  must 
chart  new  directions.  We  must  lift 
our  hearts  and  minds  and  souls  to¬ 
ward  greater  achievement  for 
Christ  and  His  Church.” 

Forty  denominations,  34  state 
councils,  six  provincial  councils,  and 
more  than  500  city  and  county  coun¬ 
cils  will  participate  in  the  conven¬ 
tion  which  will  be  held  in  Des

Aimed  At 

Denominational  headquarters 

The  law’s  pointed  inclusion  of 
churches  and  welfare  agencies  ap¬ 
parently  was  aimed  at  the  large 
denominational  headquarters  offices 
located  in  Nashville,  namely  the 
Presbyterian  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
the  Methodist  Publishing  House,  and 
the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 
Also  liable  are  state  denominational 
offices,  church  schools  and  orphan¬ 
ages,  and  all  large  churches  with  a 
paid  staff  of  eight  or  more  lay  em¬ 
ployees.  An  early  ruling  of  the  se¬ 
curity  tax  commissioner  exempted 
ordained  ministers  and  choir  direc¬ 
tors. 

In  his  letter  to  ministers.  Dr.  Pope 
declared: 

“The  law  Is  a  clear  and  shocking 
violation  of  the  principle  of  the  sep¬ 
aration  of  church  and  state.  If  the 
government  can  tax  a  church  for 
unemployment  funds  it  can  tax  It  for 
any  purpose  it  desires.  If  it  can  tax 
one  group  of  churches,  it  can  tax 
all  churches.”

More  Information 
About  Mississippi 
Prison  Conditions 

BTA.R.  BEASLEY,  Chaplain 

Within  the  past  two  months,  much 
publicity  has  been  given  relative  to 
the  treatment  of  the  Inmates  of  the 
Mississippi  State  Penitentiary,  par¬ 
ticularly  with  reference  to  the  15 
white  prisoners  who  cut  their  Achil¬ 
les  tendons  (heel  strings)  early  in 
May  of  this  year.  They  are  alleged 
to  have  done  this  self  maiming  “to 
escape  the  work  and  long  hours  re¬ 
quired  of  them." 

The  work  day  at  the  Penitentiary 
is  no  longer  than  the  work  day  on 
any  other  plantation,  or  farm.  I 
lived  on  a  farm  until  I  was  21  years 
of  age,  and  I  know  that  the  work 
day  at  Parchman  is  no  longer  and 
the  work  no  more  difficult  than  It 
was  for  me  while  I  lived  on  a  farm. 
A  good,  honest  day’s  work  is  all  that 
is  expected  or  required  of  any  pris¬ 
oner. 

The  records  of  Individual  prison¬ 
ers,  white  and  colored,  show  that 
many  of  them  come  to  the  Peniten¬ 
tiary,  serve  their  sentences  and  re¬ 
turn  home  without  any  punishment. 
The  Sunflower  county  grand  Jury 
visits  and  makes  inspection  of  the 
penitentiary  twice  a  year.  The  peni¬ 
tentiary  committee  of  the  state  leg¬ 
islature  makes  a  visit  to  Parchman 
during  each  regular  session.  Rela¬ 
tives  of  prisoners  are  permitted  to 
visit  them  each  Sunday.  The  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  prison  physician,  the 
dentist,  the  chaplains,  the  superin¬ 
tendent  and  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  are  available  to  all  prisoners 
any  time  they  may  need  them.  Does 
it  not  stand  to  reason  that  with  these 
safeguards,  any  prisoner  who  has  a 
problem  or  complaint,  would  find  a 
way  to  make  it  known  to  some  one 
who  could  help  him,  or  at  least 
cause  an  investigation  to  be  made? 

I  pledge  to  the  people  of  Missis¬ 
sippi;  the  superintendent  and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  concurring, 
that  if  it  is  found  that  any  Inhuman 
treatment  exists,  it  will  be  summar¬ 
ily  dealt  with.  If  our  reputations  as 
fair  and  honest  men  is  not  sufficient 
to  convince  the  public  that  we  will 
do  the  right  thing  in  carrying  out 
responsibilities,  we  invite  church 
and  civic  groups,  the  press,  and  any 
reputable  citizen  to  visit  us  and  see 
for  themselves. 


stale  and  all  other  states.  The 
child  of  his  brain  was  both  the 
New  Orleans  institutions  —  the 
Baptist  Hospital  and  the  Southern 
Seminary.  On  the  board  of  these 
institutions  he  served  faithfully 
and  well  during  the  life  of  these 
great  institutions.  If  I  am  not 
mistaken  he  was  one  of  the  fathers 
of  the  Mississippi  Hospital  in  Jack- 
son  on  whose  l>oard  he  served. 
He  was  on  the  board  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  Jackson, 
the  State  Convention  Board,  and 
the  Education  Board  of  our  state, 
and  in  all  these  connections  he 
was  a  constructive  force  of  the 
highest  order;  and  may  I  repeat, 
today  we  lay  away  the  remains  of 
the  man  who  has  exerted  the  most 
powerful  influence  this  denomina¬ 
tion  has  felt  in  this  century.  How 
fitting  the  Scripture  you  read. 
Brother  Pastor,  “I  have  fought  the 
good  fight,”  and  that  is  what  he 
has  done.  Our  Father  saw  fit  to 
assign  to  Dr.  Lipsey  a  large  and 
crucial  responsibility  in  this  life. 
How  nobly  lias  he  executed  his 
commission!  His  life  has  been 
full,  helpful  and  satisfying. 

I  cannot  close  without  saying 
this:  The  ideals  of  Christianity 
and  honor  and  manhood  and  pa¬ 
triotism  were  transmitted  to  that 
splendid  daughter  and  to  those 
four  noble  sons  who  have  done 
their  part  in  carrying  out  the 
ideals  of  their  great  father.  May 
God  bless  every  one  here  who  still 
is  permitted  to  live  and  serve.  To 
this  noble  family  go  our  love  and 
tenderest  sympathy.

bit  later  I  shall  have  a  word  to  say 
about  the  work  of  Dr.  Lipsey. 
Our  paths  first  crossed  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  of  the  University  of  Missis¬ 
sippi,  62  years  ago.  He  was  a  sen¬ 
ior  and  1  a  despised  sophomore. 
He  graduated  with  the  class  of  *86 
with  the  honors  of  this  great  class. 
Plautus  Lipsey  was  regarded  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi  as  the 
brainiest  man  on  the  campus.  Aft¬ 
er  graduation,  he  went  on  his  way, 
first  through  the  I^ouisville  Semi¬ 
nary  and  served  faithfully  various 
churches;  and  after  some  years  1 
pursued  the  same  course — gradu¬ 
ated  and  did  my  post  graduate 
work,  and  our  paths  converged 
again  in- 1900  in  the  town  of  Clin¬ 
ton.  For  these  47  years  he  and  I 
have  lock-stepped  in  our  fields  of 
work — he  for!2  years  as  pastor  of 
the  church  here,  and  for  30  years. 
Editor  of  the  Baptist  Record;  I  do¬ 
ing  the  best  I  could  w-ith  the  work 
assigned  me  at  the  college.  That 
fellowship  lasted  all  through  al¬ 
most  a  half  century  and  grew  more 
tender  and  more  sympathetic  and 
we  grew  more  helpful  to  each  oth¬ 
er.  Did  we  always  agree?  Not  at 
all!  But  each  had  the  good  judg¬ 
ment  when  one  thought  he  detect¬ 
ed  an  error  in  plans  or  suggestions 
of  the  other,  we  sat  down  and 
talked  it  over  together.  The  most 
helpful  man  that  ever  stood  at  my 
elbow  was  Plautus  Lipsey. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  speaking 
of  the  last  time'  I  was  permitted 
to  speak  to  him.  I  called  frequent¬ 
ly  at  the  Lipsey  home — too  fre¬ 
quently,  I  thought — and  Mrs.  Lip¬ 
sey  said,  “Go  on  in  and  see  him. 
You  ran  do  him  more  good  than 
the  doctor.”  I  walked  in  and  said, 
“Lipsey,”  (he  and  I,  in  our  close 
friendship  generally  discarded  the 
prefixes  to  our  names  “Lipsey, 
you  and  I  have  been  buddies  for 
62  years.” 

“Yes,*  he  said,  “and  we  will  be 
buddies  over  yonder.”  Then  we 
had  a  prayer — such  a  .prayer  I 
think  I  have  never  heard.  When 
he  had  finished  the  prayer,  I 
grasped  his  hand  and  said, 
“Friend,  would  to  God  I  had  that 
gigantic  faith  that  you  have.” 

I  do  not  think  I  will  offend  any¬ 
body  when  I  say  that  P.  I.  Lipsey 
■was  the  most  powerful  and  gigan¬ 
tic  influence  in  the  Baptist  De¬ 
nomination  in  Mississippi  during 
this  century.  There  is  hardly  an 
enterprise  that  this  denomination 
has  ever  undertaken  but  that  lie 
had  a  hand  in  it.  When  he  came 
to  this  church  in  1900  he  drove 
the  stakes  of  conservatism  in  the 
ground  in  Clinton  and  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  and  to  him  more 
than  any  other,  is  due  the  con¬ 
servatism  and  stability  of  this 
church  and  Mississippi  College. 
W  hat  is  true  of  this  church  is  true 
of  many  others.  His  heart  was 
wrapped  up  in  the  welfare  of  lliis 
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A  Great  Man  Fallen 
In  Israel 

“Know  ye  not  that  there  is  a 
prince  and  a  great  man  fallen  to¬ 
day  in  Israel?”  Our  hearts  were 
stirred  as  we  listened  to  Dr.  J.  W. 
Provine  on  the  occasion  of  the 
funeral  of  the  beloved  and  lament¬ 
ed  Dr.  Plautus  I.  Lipsey,  July  17. 

And  as  we  thought  of  an  appro¬ 
priate  tribute  to  this  prince  of  the 
Lord  it  seemed  to  us  that  this 
friend  of  long-standing  was  the 
one  best  fitted  to  make  the  tribute. 
We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Nolan  M. 
Kennedy  and  his  office  workers  of 
the  Clinton  Church,  for  planning 
for  and  transcribing  Dr.  Provine’s 
message,  and  to  Dr.  Provine  for 
getting  it  ready  for  the  printer. 

We  shall  miss  the  occasional 
articles  which  Dr.  Lipsey  sent  to 
the  Baptist  Record  during  our 
term  of  service.  And  we  shall 
miss  his  visits  to  headquarters. 
His  very  presence  brought  sun¬ 
shine  though  the  day  might  be 
cloudy. 

Dr.  Lipsey ’s  preaching  and  his 
writings  seemed  to  call  us  for  a 
closer  walk  with  God.  The  Scrip¬ 
tures  do  not  unfold  to  us  without 
study,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  cannot 
speak  to  us  if  we  ignore  Him  day 
by  day. 

With  the  Psalmist,  family, 
friends,  and  Mississippi  Baptists 
may  say,  “Precious  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  his 
saints.” 

May  we  who  are  Christians  learn 
more  of  faith,  and  those  who  do 
not  know  the  Saviour  seek  Him, 
until  you  find  Him.  He  Is  not  far 
away,  and  He  wants  to  come  into 
your  heart. — Elizabeth  Draughon.

m.  .Peace  Was  the  Quest  of  Christ 
on  Earth.  Not  for  Himself  primari¬ 
ly,  but  for  a  troubled,  erring,  ha¬ 
rassed  world.  “He  Is  our  peace,  who 
made  both  one,  and  brake  down  the 
middle  wall  of  partition—.  .  .  that 
He  might  create  In  Himself  of  the 
two,  one  new  man,  making  peace.  .  .  . 
He  came  and  preached  peace  to 
you  that  were  far  off,  and  peace  to 
them  that  were  nigh”  (Eph.  2:14- 
17)  His  spotless  life,  His  sacrificial 
death.  His  sin-conquering  resur¬ 
rection,  His  ascension.  His  session 
at  God’s  right  hand.  His  Interces¬ 
sion  for  His  own,  all  were  and  are 
unto  this  one  end— Peace. 

Tranquillity  is  not  the  primary 
element  in  peace,  but  a  by-product; 
and  yet  it  Is  always  a  product,  when 
our  Lord  has  His  perfect  way.

IV.  Peace  Is  Found  Only  in  the 
Will  of  Christ.  He  is  the  Prince  of 
Peace.  No  other  source  of  it  is  to 
be  found  anywhere.  It  will  never 
abide  In  this  world  except  the  peace- 
seeking  heart  abide  in  Him.  The 
United  Nations  may  have  peaceful 
delegates  to  its  counsels,  but  not 
without  Him.  The  deliberations  of 
the  different  counsels  and  commit¬ 
tees  of  the  United  Nations  may  have 
peace  and  may  bring  peace  to  the 
world,  but  they  will  never  do  it  with¬ 
out  Him.  Can  they,  as  someone  has 
suggested,  live  as  good  neighbors 
without  acknowledging  Him  as  the 
arbiter  of  peace?

Lesson  for  July  27: 

The  King  of  Peace.  Job  25.  (See 
especially  the  speech  of  Biidad,  Job 
25:2) 

I.  Peace  Is  a  Creation.  Creation 
is  an  attribute  of  God.  It  is  He  that 
makgs  peace.  The  world  Is  waiting 
now  with  bated  breath  to  see  what 
shall  be  the  fruit  of  the  labors  of 
those  who  are  striving  to  bring  a 
condition  of  permanent  peace  to  this 
war-weary  world.  When,  therefore, 
I  read  this  statement  out  of  the  lips 
of  Biidad,  “He  maketh  peace  In  his 
high  places’,  I  decided  to  turn  from 
the  text  prescribed  by  our  lesson 
committee,  and  write  a  brief  lesson 
on  peace. 

Peace  is  a  creation  of  God.  No 
peace  worth  the  name  will  come 
from  any  other  source;  but  when  it 
comes  from  Him,  the  very  name  of 
it  is  the  word  most  beautiful  that 
ever  was  syllabled  by  human  lips. 
Speak  the  word  reverently  and  with 
due  recognition  of  its  source  and  au¬ 
thor  and  it  makes  fitting  sacrifice 
to  Him,  and  sings  into  the  ears  of 
men  a  sweetness  that  no  other  word 
conveys.  Hear  what  He  says  of  that 
beautiful  fruit  of  the  lips:  “I  create 
the  fruit  of  the  lips;  Peace,  peace 
to  him  that  is  far  off  and  to  him 
that  is  near,  saith  the  Lord;  I  will 
heal  him.”  (Isaiah  57:19). 

II.  Peace  Is  the  Object  of  the 
Quest  of  Man.  Severally  and  collec¬ 
tively,  individually  and  nationally, 
the  object  of  man  is  the  attainment 
of  peace.  There  has  not  arisen  a  des¬ 
pot  or  a  dictator  in  all  the  ages  who 
has  not  declared  his  object  in  all 
that  he  did  to  be  the  securing  of 
peace  to  him  and  his.  He  may  have 
paved  his  path  toward  his  object 
with  skeletons  of  his  slaves  and  of 
those  who  disputed  his  progress,  and 
cemented  this  pavement  with  rivers 
of  blood,  but  he  claimed  all  that 
time  his  object  to  be  the  securing  of 
peace.  Napoleon  declared  in  a  tone 
of  injured  innocence  that  all  he 
strove  to  do  was  to  secure  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  peace  to  his  beloved  France, 
and  Hitler  In  our  own  day,  artlessly 
declared  the  same  thing  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  his  efforts  for  the  Third 
Reich.  What  have  we  in  Russia  now 
but  the  same  thing?  Accuse  the 
Russians  of  aggressions  aimed  at 
their  neighbor  nations  and  the 
world,  and  you  get  the  frank  and 
sincere  answer  that  all  they  want 
Is  peace  under  their  system,  and  that 
to  secure  this  peace  they  must  have 
neighbors  who  sympathize  with  them 
and  their  ideologies,  and  that  this 
sympathy  must  be  secured  at  what¬ 
ever  cost  to  themselves  and  the 
world. 

When  you  consider  the  Individual, 
the  same  thing  is  found  true.  The 
desire  of  the  heart  Is  for  peace.  Our 
Lord  recognized  this  desire  for 
peace  and  need  for  It  on  the  part 
of  those  He  loved.  His  parting  be¬ 
quest  to  them  was  peace.  “Peace 
I  leave  with  you;  my  peace  I  give 
unto  you:  Not  as  the  world  giveth. 
And  this  He  gave  not  as  a  mere 
gratuity,  but  in  response  to  a  need

Growth  is  a  law  of  life.  God  made  His  people  to  go  forward.  Jesus 
grew  in  wisdom  and  stature.  Luke  2.  The  New  Testament  churches 
pew  in  number,  membership,  and  pow  er.  Read  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles. 
Individual  Christians  are  commanded  to  grow  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Read  the  Epistles  by  Peter. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  this  calendar  year,  January-June,  in¬ 
clusive,  Mississippi  Raptists  registered  one  growth  after  another  over 
the  first  six  months  of  last  year  and  each  preceding  year.  During  the 
first  six  months  of  last  year  we  had  853  churches  sending  some  of  the 
Lord  s  money  for  Co-operative  Program  causes  through  this  office, 
ror  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  we  have  889  churches  sending  some 
of  the  Ix>rd  s  money  for  the  Co-operative  Program  causes  through  this 
office.  That  is  a  gain  of  36  churches.  This  is  more  than  have  ever  in  all 
Mississippi  Raptists’  history  contributed  through  the  Co-operative  Pro¬ 
gram  for  a  first  six  months  period  of  the  calendar  year. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  we  have  1,146  churches  con¬ 
tributing  through  this  office  for  the  w’ork  of  Christ.  For  the  first  six 
months  of  last  year  we  had  1,016  churches  sending  some  of  the  Lord’s 
money  for  some  of  the  work  of  Christ  through  this  office.  That  is  a 
gain  of  130  churches  doing  something  for  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year  over  those  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Back  in  1939  we  had  only  1,073  churches  sending  some  of  the 
Lord’s  money  for  any  and  all  causes  for  the  entire  twelve  months  of  the 
year.  Our  churches  have  exceeded  that  figure  the  first  six  months  of 
this  year.  In  1939  we  had  930  churches  that  sent  something  through  this 
office  for  the  work  of  Christ  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  For  the 
first  six  months  of  this  year  that  record  is  exceeded  by  216  churches. 

We  have  gone  forward  in  the  Co-operative  Program  contributions 
the  first  six  months  of  this  year  over  the  first  six  months  of  last  year. 


For  instance,  the  first  six  months  of  last  year  we  received  for  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  a  total  of  $282,861.97.  whereas,  this  year  we  have 

r?^'°r‘he  firs,<six  months  for  the  Co-operative  Program  a  total 
of  $329,630.47,  or  a  gain  of  $46,768.50. 

However,  we  have  over  600  churches  that  did  not  contribute 
through  the  Co-operative  Program  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year. 
We  have  400  churches  that  did  not  contribute  anything  through  this 
office  the  first  six  months  of  this  year.  That  means  much  remains  to 
be  done  within  the  next  few  months.  Some  few  hundred  of  our 
churches  have  the  habit  of  waiting  until  the  fall  months  to  make  their 
offerings  for  the  work  of  Christ  beyond  the  local  church.  This  mani¬ 
fests  a  wreakness  we  need  to  get  at  throucli  the  work  of  our  depart¬ 
ments,  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman’s  Missionary  Union, 
Brotherhood  and  so  forth. 

Even  so  -these  months  will  stand  as  being  the  best  months  in  our 
history  in  the  number  of  churches  and  people  contributing  financially 
for  all  the  work  of  Christ — up  to  this  date.  We  are  now  ready  to  make 
another  advance.

There  is  still,  a  shortage  of  school 
teachers,  but  an  average  salary  in¬ 
crease  of  $400  during  the  past  year  has 
helped  the  850.000  teachers.

Catholic  Complains 
Polish  Politicians 
Failed  Notice  Him 

WARSAW  (RNS) — Bernard  Cardinal 
Griffin,  Archbishop  of  Westminster, 
intends  to  Issue  a  full  report  on  reli¬ 
gious  conditions  in  Poland  and  may 
make  “certain  suggestions’’  to  the 
British  government,  according  to 
Catholic  headquarters  here. 

One  of  the  “suggestions”  is  expected 
to  be  based  upon  the  lack  of  official 
recognition  of  the  cardinal’s  visit  by 
the  Polish  government. 

Cardinal  Griffin,  who  came  to  Po¬ 
land  at  the  invitation  of  August  Car¬ 
dinal  Hlond,  Archbishop  of  Warsaw, 
complained  here,  informants  stated, 
that  his  visit  was  “completely  ig¬ 
nored”  by  Polish  governmental  lead¬ 
ers.  During  his  tour  of  the  provinces. 
Catholic  sources  declared,  some  local 
officials  attended  receptions  given  in 
the  cardinal’s  honor  by  the  Catholic 
clergy,  but  in  Warsaw  no  member  of 
the  government  appeared. 

“This  left  the  cardinal  without  an 
opportunity  of  meeting  the  present 
Political  leaders  of  Poland,”  an  in¬ 
formant  stated,  “a  fact  which  is  great¬ 
ly  regretted  by  those  Catholic  leaders 
eager  for  some  improvement  in  offi¬ 
cial  relations  between  the  Catholic 
Church  and  the  Polish  government.” 

During  his  stay  in  Poland,  the  Brit¬ 
ish  churchman  was  said  to  have  made 
some  outspoken  references  to  the 
present  Warsaw  regime,  but  on  the 
whole  he  treated  his  visit  as  connect¬ 
ed  solely  with  church  affairs  and 
avoided  politics.  However,  it  Is  ex¬ 
pected  this  forthcoming  report  will 
discuss  some  matters  outside  the  lim¬ 
its  of  strictly  ecclesiastical  affairs. 


Protestant  Group  To 
Seek  Federal  Funds 

RACINE,  Wis.  (RNS)— The  Danish 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
America  voted  at  Its  70th  annual  con¬ 
vention  here  to  seek  government 
funds  for  expansion  of  its  college  fa¬ 
cilities,  If  the  Aiken  bill  Is  passed  at 
the  current  session  of  Congress.  Un¬ 
der  terms  of  the  measure,  now  in 
congressional  committee,  limited  aid 
would  be  given  by  the  government  to 
assist  colleges  and  universities  where 
war  veterans  are  enrolled  to  erect 
non-housing  buildings,  such  as  class 
rooms,  laboratories,  gymnasiums,  etc. 
The  synod  Instructed  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Grand  View  College  at 
Des  Moines,  la,  to  apply  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  funds  if  they  are  made 
available  by  Congress,  in  order  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  physical  plant  of  the  school. 

In  the  same  resolution,  the  synod 
resolved  that  “we  reiterate  and  con¬ 
firm  our  faith  in  the  traditional 
American  policy  of  separation  of 
church  and  state,  and  that  we  vigor¬ 
ously  oppose  any  legislation  which  In 
any  way  encroaches  upon  this  policy.’’ 

It  was  asserted.  In  discussion  of  the 
motion,  that  there  was  no  conflict  or 
Inconsistency  in  the  two-part  reso¬ 
lution  as  the  government  aid  to  col¬ 
leges  was  intended  to  help  G.  I.  stu¬ 
dents  and  was  only  of  a  temporary  or 
emergency  nature. 

The  synod  also  recommended  pas¬ 
sage  of  a  measure,  now  being  consid¬ 
ered  by  a  House  judiciary  committee, 
to  admit  100,000  displaced  persons  to 
the  United  states  annually  for  the 
next  four  years. 
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absence  to  Papp  to  make  the  17-coun¬ 
try  visit,  and  is  paying  his  salary  as 
a  contribution  to  church  relief  work.

Interviews  with  people  in  displaced 
persons  camps,  hospitals,  child  feed¬ 
ing  centers,  theological  seminaries, 
and  churches  will  be  conducted  and 
recorded  on  tape  for  later  Inclusion  in 
fifteen-minute  recorded  programs. 
Material  gathered  for  the  series  will 
be  produced  by  the  Joint  Religious 
Radio  Committee  into  documentary, 
Interview,  and  dramatic  programs.  It 
Is  expected  that  over  400  United 
States  stations  will  broadcast  the  se¬ 
ries  which  will  be  ready  in  the  late 
fall. 

Countries  to  be  visited  by  Papp  and 
Warwick  are  England,  Holland, 
France,  Belgium,  Germany,  Austria, 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Hungary, 
Switzerland,  Italy,  Greece,  Yugoslavia, 
Norway,  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Fin¬ 
land.  Robert  Root  of  the  World  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches  will  guide  the  record¬ 
ing  team  on  its  European  tour. 


CHRISTIAN  POLITICIANS 
CONVENE  WORLD  COUNCIL 

GENEVA  (RNS)— The  role  of  Chris¬ 
tians  in  political  life  was  discussed  by 
a  group  of  twenty  Christian  politi¬ 
cians  from  thirteen  countries  who 
gathered  for  a  five-day  meeting  at 
Bossey,  near  here,  under  sponsorship 
of  the  Study  Department  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches. 

Among  those  who  attended  was  Odd 
Austwcg,  of  the  Norwegian  parliament, 
who  said  that  before  the  war  Norwe¬ 
gian.  Lutherans  had  left  politics  In 
the  hands  of  "materialists,”  but  that 
during  the  anti-Nazi  resistance  many 
churchmen  became  convinced  that 
Christianity  “is  not  something  that 
can  be  cut  off  from  social  and  po¬ 
litical  life.” 

Countries  represented  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  were:  Great  Britain,  the  United 
States,  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark, 
Finland,  Germany,  Austria,  Hungary, 
Italy,  Czechoslovakia,  India,  and  New 
Zealand.  Other  delegates  were  ex¬ 
pected  from  France  and  Holland,  but 
were  unable  to  be  present.  Tentative 
proposals  were  made  for  another 
meeting  next  year.  Meanwhile,  it  was 
suggested  that  similar  meetings  of 
Christian  politicians  be  held  in  the 
United  States  and  the  Orient. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Study 
Department  will  sponsor  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  teachers  in  July  and  that  later 
it  will  bring  together  a  group  of  doc¬ 
tors.  The  purpose  of  these  and  simi¬ 
lar  meetings  in  the  future  will  be  to 
study  the  application  of  Christian 
principles  to  all  vocations.

The  politician  might  falsely  assume 
that  a  nation’s  strength  is  in  state¬ 
craft,  in  astuteness  ancf  acumen  re¬ 
specting  national  policies.  The  edu¬ 
cator  might  insist  that  knowledge  is 
power  and  that  our  country’s  great¬ 
ness  is  in  its  learning,  its  science,  the 
products  of  the  laboratory.  The  mili¬ 
tarist  most  likely  would  insist  that  a 
nation  is  great  according  to  its  weap¬ 
ons. 

In  a  discussion  with  Dr.  Holcomb 
about  desire  to  spend  some  weeks  in 
Europe  studying  the  home  life  of  the 
countries,  not  the  homes  of  the  great 
nor  of  the  high,  but  the  simple  homes 
of  the  common  people.  Dr.  Holcomb 
said; 

"Some  years  ago  I  was  in  France. 
I  had  been  In  Paris  and  there  had  been 
of  course  on  every  land  evidences  of 
Immorality,  but  with  some,  friends  I 
went  down  into  the  southern  part  of 
the  country  and  visited  in  a  simple 
home.  There  I  saw  evidences  of  spir¬ 
ituality.  Grace  was  offered  at  the  ta¬ 
ble.  Here  was  a  France  that  we  know 
little  about.  Here  in  this  home  was 
the  saving  element  of  the  nation.” 

That  is  the  strength  of  a  nation! 
America’s  strength  is  in  the  character 
of  her  people,  in  the  moral  and  spir¬ 
itual  fiber  of  her  manhood — and  these 
are  qualities  &hlch  root  in  the  home. 
The  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  is 
still  greater  than  the  one  that  wields 
the  scepter.  A  nation’s  strength  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  quality  of  its  home 
life.
